Therefore. district at- 
torneys, assistant district attorneys. 
clerks to the district attorneys. United 
States marehais, and the deputies of 
United States marshals and all others 
in or under this department are in- 
structed to refrain from engaging in 

such work. 

“Th instructions do not forbid the 
appearance of such officers before leg-

expression, without compensatien, of 
their views as citizens.’

Torrance Inquiry Coming to 
Los Angeles Today. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES) 

SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. §—({Ex- 
elusive Dispatch.] The Assembly com-

MONEY'S GONE.

The strange disappearance baffles the 
police for so jong an interval has 
elapsed since she was last seen that 
efforts to trace her will prove excep- 
tionally difficult. Descriptions of ine 
well-known old woman were sent out 
to neighboring cities yesterday, and 
every effort will be made to locate 
her whether dead or alive. 
STRANGE STORY OF HER LIFE. 
Back of the mysterious exit from 
public view of the strange woman 
lies a story of maternal love, suffering 
and yearning, which has seldom been 
equaled. Years ago Marie Strago was 
a handsome young French woman with 
a wealth of blonde hair and a sunny, 
cheery disposition. Her one treasure on 
earth was a boy in whom her whole 
life seemed to be centered. Her hus- 
band had left her in fairly comfortabie 
circumstances, and when she came to 
Los Angeles fifteen or eighteen yeary 
ago with her handsome son of 20 
years life seemed particularily brighi 
and sunny. 

Then the shadow darkened her path- 
way. Drink and evil companions 
claimed the son who dissipated his 
mother’s income and well nigh wrecked 
her humble fortune. Then came the 
climax. Engaging in a drunken row, 
young Strago, who was known 4a: 
Harry Felix and under half a dozen 
aliases, shot down a companion and 
a jury returned a verdict of murder 
A sentence of life imprisonment in the 
penitentiary quickly followed and for 
tweive years the son has been confined 
in the San Quentin penitentiary. 

All of the remainder of the widow's 
money Was spent in the defense of her 


son, and when the climax came the 
blonde locks had turned almost as 
white ase the driven snow. Time ang 


care dealt not lenientiy with the hand- 
some woman whose beauty fled as her 
heart slowly broke. 


the simple announcement, “Absent.” 

No writing indicating the purpose of 
the occupant when she went out and 
locked the door October 28 last could 
be found, and no motive for her pro- 
longed absence could possibly be sur- 
mised. Letters from relatives in t. 
Petereburg were found in a satchel, but 
none of these bore upon the recent 
movements of Mrs. Strago. 

ANTONIOLI MYSTIFIED. 

“IT am thoroughly at a loss to under- 
stand the case of Mrs. Strago,” suid the! 
hotel proprietor yesterday. “She was 
living in this reom five years age when 
I bought the house, and I understand 
she had lived here several years before 
that time. She was a model tenant, 
and always paid her rent promptly. 

“Frequently she hes gone away to 
near-by towns, where she did business, 
but only for a week or 80 at a time. I 
always held her room for her, and paid 
little attention to her comings and go- 
ings, but this time her absence became 
so pronounced that 1 foared something 
was wrong. 

Mrs. Strago frequently talked te me 
about her son, who is In San Quentin 
prison. She always expected him toe 
come to her some day, and many times 
when leaving’ for a short trip she 
would say to me: ‘If he comes tell him 
to wait, foren come back.’ I never 
knew the son, and he never came. 

HAD LARGE SUM OF MONEY. 

I understand Mrs. Strago had saved 
up a lot of money, but whether she put 
it in bank or kept it with her I do 
not know. It may be that some one 
enticed her away and murdered her for 
her money; I don't know. But I'm cer- 
tain there is something wrong. I 
thought she might be in Monrovia, as 
she used to go out there occasionally, 
but I have made inquiries and I can 
find no trace of her there.” 

As far as is known Mrs. Strago had 
no relatives other than her son. She 
lived alone, and made few friends, 
though she was benevolently inclined, 
and frequently assisted other street 
vendors. For a long time she sup- 
ported two little girls who sold flowers 
in the streets, and it was generally 
supposed the children were her own. 
She was about % years old. of me- 
dium height, slender build and always 
dressed in black. Her haly was per- 
fectly white, and her complexion was 
pale. Despite her age and cares, she 
walked perfectly erect with a firm, 
elastic tread.

The clause affecting unskilled labor- 
ers is as follows: 

“The head of a department in which 
a position in the class of unskilled la- 
borers employed by the day is to be 
filed shall notify the commission of 
that fact and the said commission shall 
certify to such officer or board the 
name and address of the aspirant 
standing first in order on the register 
of unskilled iaborers, and the appii- 
cant thus certified shall thereupon be 
employed by such officer or board.” 

Provision is made in the new amend- 
ment that all applicants hereafter ap- 
pointed to — as unskilled labor- 
ers must first register with the Civil 
Service Commission and pass a physi- 
cal and medical examination. 

This means that old soldiers and oth- 
ers in the street and park departments, 
who would be unable to pass tre physi- 
cal and medica! examinations provided 
by the Civil Service Board, are safe as 
long as they retain their positions. But 
if they were to be laid off they could 
not so back to work in either depart- 
ment.

Detectives Derated. 

Under a new rule adopted by the 
Clien Service Board the special classi- 
fication for detectives in the police de- 
partment has been abolished. Exam- 
nations in the futere will be held for 
“patrolmen and detectives.” Ranking 
of the members of the department wil! 
be under the direction of the Chief of 
Police and the Police Commission. 

This alteration in civil-service rules 
was made at the joint request of the 
Chief of Police, the Ma and the Po- 
lice Board. It means that any patrol- 
man is eligible to promotion to the po- 
sition of detective without an 
examination: also that all detectives to 
be appointed in the future will come 
from the ranks of the patroimen and 
may be reduced again at the will of 
their superior officers. rule will 
not affect the present detective force. 
Promotion from patrolman to detective 
means an ‘increase in salary of $25 a 
month.

MORGAN AND WILSON GET THE 


MAXIMUM TERM. 


Mrs. Edey Was Bereft of Thirty 
Thousand Dollars Worth of Dia- 
monds. 


When John Morgan and James Kari 
Wilson were marched before Judge 
Smith yesterday. they looked like two 
bright young fellows just facing the 
footliahts to de a vaudeville stunt.

Edey. one of the hotel 
guests, of about $39,000 worth ofdia- 
monds. The originator of the plan, and 
ite chief director, was Gaston, but he 
was wise and as soon as arrested ac- 
cepted the situation and became eager 
to turn States evidence under the 
promise of immunity from punishment. 
But right there is where a touch of 
comedy is introduced into the case. 
Wilson was the firet of the trio who 
saw the glimmering jeweiry as it nes- 
tled im the trunk of Mra. Edey. He 
took it and coming downstairs in the 
Maryland, passed it along to Doyle. 
The tatter made a dainty package of it 
and matied u to Harry K. Black at 
Monrovia, Whereupon Morgan per- 
sonated Mr. Black and received deliv- 
ery of the package of jeweiry at Mon- 
rovia. Doyle joined his subordinate 
and together they buried the diamonds 
under a pepper tre to the east of the 
Raynfond Hotel. There the loot w 
found by the 
direction of Doyle, Who 
what he was talking about. 
After being arrested, Doyle engaged 
Attornes Moody of Pasadena to de- 
fend him, and Morgan also expressed 
a desire to have an attorney. But he 
was not y a in making a 
father confessor of his lawyer, and in 
consequence of that omiagion he is. 
now on his way to the State's prison. 
Doyle told Attorney Moody enough to 
convinee him that his client was guilty, 
and so he advised him te get in out of 
the rain, or, in other words, to « »n- 
fess the whole matter if promised im- 
munity from poenishment. Doyle did 
#0, and escapes from all penalty, Rut 
Morgan sti persisted in saying that 
he would fight the case, while Whison 
threw up Ris hands and said that he 


would plead guilty to the charge of 
robbery, and take his sentence. 


Not long ago, however, Morgan 
learned that a djamond necklace from 
some robbery other than the looting of 
Mra. Edey’s trunk had been dug up by 
the police, and then he wilted. He 
1 that he had no money. and that
